Bince early 
has been giving a large share of his per- 
Sonel attention to the situation in the 
territory and a number o¢ the inspectors 
and other officials of the department 
have been engaged in the effort to fer- 
ret out frauds and protect the interests 
of the Indians. The following is. an 
authorized statement of the department's 
attitude toward the situation in Indian 
Territory: 

The secretary made a tour of the ter- 
ritory in May, largely for the purpose of 
making inquiry regarding reports that 
had come to him of efforts to deppive the 
Indians of their rich lands inheritance, 
and the result of this personal investiga- 
tion was to confirm the report that there 
was a persistent effort to secure the In- 
dian lands at a price far below their 
real wale. 

As & gonsequence of this: inquiry he 
made a fadical. revision of regula- 
tions for the sale ofthe, allotted lands: 
ang the departmental réports sin-e: that: 
change Was. made. indicate. th 
saved the Mndian ar ge perce

origind] regulations had stood. The new 
rules require that al! Indian lands which 
are for sale shall be advertised and ap- 
praised by a competent official. The see- 
retary hag cancelled all sales made prior 
to the time that the new regulations took 
effect. 


Old Prices Exceeded. 

There were 4,129 of these deeds, calling 
for an aggregate payment of $369,000. All 
these deeds, with the checks, have been 
returned to the purchasers and the prices 
since received indicate that under the 
new regulations the prices pafd will ex- 
ceed the old prices by from 15 to 12h 
per cent. 

Under -the law the secretary has con- 
trol of the land sales and is able to throw 
many safeguards around them for the 
protection of the Indian owners, most of 
whom he appreciates are entirely igno- 
rant of busines methods and easily made 
the tools of designing men, whether lead- 
ers of their own race or white men. He, 
however, is not authorized by congres- 
sional enactment to guard the -interests 
of his wards completely in the matter of 
leases and persistent efforts to secure 
control of the lands through the lease 
process have been discovered. In one 
case, he found during his stay in Indian 
Territory that clerks in the office of an 
Indian agent had taken upon themselves 
the responsibility for denying a hearing 
to their national attorney, who represent- 
ed some 14,000 Indians. The secretary 
immediately provided for the adequate 
punishment of these persons. A favorite 
method for securing the leases is to have 
the Indians approached by merchants, 
who, by offering their wares in exchange, 
can secure the most favorable terms 
from them, and the understanding is 
quite general that when control of a 
plece of land is once secured by means 
of leasing, it. will be held by some means 
until it can be purchased at the lessees 
own figures. The secretary is, even un- 
der the present leasing law, finding 
means to protect the Indians. 

The surplus lands belonging to the In- 
dians in the territory are worth many 
millions and Secretary Hitchcock and his 
advisers undarstand how great a tempta- 
tion they are to designing men. The ter- 
ritory is through 4 garden spot and 
farmers are going into it in great num- 
bers. It is estimated that there are now 
fully half a million white people in the 
territory, among whom many combina- 
tions have been made to control] the dis- 
posal of the lands. 

Office Holders Involved. 

The secretary himself discovered that 
a number of officeholders, many of them 
outside of his own department, were 
stockholdefs and officers in these com- 
bines, and he immediately made known 
his disapproval of this system. Former 
Revenue Collector Cobb, on finding an 
opportunity to secure an interest in a 
combination of this character, wrote to 
the department and asked for an opinion 
as to the propriety of his accepting such 
an interest. He was told that the de- 
partment did not consider membership in 
one of these companies compatible with 
the holding of a government position, and 
Mr. Cobb promptly es wa his official 
place to enter on a business carer. The 
advice contained in this letter to Mr. 
Cobb indicates the secretary’s position 
with reference to all such cases. He 
does not believe that a man holding an 
office under the government, the duties 
of which may require him to pass on 
questions affecting the rights of the In- 
dians, can properly discharge these du- 
ties if he is a member of an organization 
financially interested in securing advan- 
tages from the Indians. He tWerefore 
has not only instituted an inquiry himself 
into this matter, but has made request of

REMEDIES. PROPOSED 
AR .ENISTING EWS 


Report Caused Animated Discussion, 
‘and Much Confusion Resulted. 
Judge -Colt, of Rhode Isl- 
and, Discussed ‘‘Reason- 
ableness of the Law.”’ 


Hot Springs, Va.,;August 27.—At the 
morning session of the American Bar 
Association today Walter Logan, of New 
York, made a verbal report from the com- 
mittee on commercial law. He comment- 
bankrupt law, and 
then discussed the trust question, He 
said it would have to be settled by the 
lawyers. if they did not the dem @:ogue- 
would. 

If combinations continue competition 
would cease, and commercial jurispru- 
dence will eventually be entirely changed. 
The committee, he said, had reached the 
unanimous conclusion that modern indus- 
trial combinations should be stayed. 

Hon. Charlies F. Manderson, of Nebras- 
ka, said the report of the committee had 
filled him with amazement. surprise and 
indignation. He said the report was cal- 
culated to rend the association asunder;' 
and he resented the attempt to turn the 
body into a political hustiggs. He asked 
that the report be read. 


There was opposition to the motion 
and considerable cenfusion. The conven- 
tion agreed to hear the report at once. 
It wag read by Chairman Logan, and 
was fully discusacd. 

The report, after recounting the rise of 
the trusts, assefts that the United States 
has already promressed more than half- 
way toward the monopoly Which will con- 
tro] all dndustries, and continying the 
report. says: 

“A monopoly is economically desirable 
for the monopolists. The United Staies 
Stee] Corporation can produce, no matter 
what it sells them for, its goods cheaper 
than the elements out of which the rom- 
bination is composed ever produced them. 
The Standard Oil Company is economical- 
ly holy, for it pays # per cent dividends. 
The sugar trust is economically correct. 
for, whereas the individual sugar refiners 
lost money on. small capitalization, the 
Sugar trust puys big dividends on a jarge 
capitalization, The railroad combinations 
are economically impregnable for they 
pay. 

“We cannot, therefore, rely on natural 
forces, on the laws of supply and demand, 
to limit the growth of modern coinbina- 
tions. If they are undesirable, if the 
people of the American nation would be 
better off without them, or with iimite 
tions put on them, they must put thuss 
limitations on by the action of their leg- 
isiatures, their congress and their courts. 
‘the American bar must act and the 
American Bar Association must take the 
lead.’’ 

Remedies Are Proposed. 


The report proposed the following rem- 
edieg: 


First, we can tax them to death, er, { 
that is too radical a remedy, Car 
tax them until their growth and enlarge- 
ment is impeded. There are constitution- 


we 


al provisions requiring direct taxation to 
be uniform, and in vigw of these provis- 
iong it is probably impossible to discrim- 
inate jn the matter of direct taxation 
against corporations holding large 
amounts of taxable property. 

There is, however, a franchise tax im- 
posed by most of the state on corpora- 
tions at the time of their incorporation 
and annualiy thereafter. This franchise 
tax is in almost all states in some wag 
graded so as to tax the small c»rpora- 
tions at a higher rate than the large 
one. The first million dollars pays a 
higher rate than subsequent millions, In 
our judgment, the gradation should be 
continued, but it should be a grading up 
instead of down. We would Jeave, per- 
haps, the first hundred thousand free, 
and the first million cheap, and raise the 
rate with each succeedipg million. 

The Tinited States Steel Corporation has 
a capitalization of over $1,000,900,000. The 


gradation stages might be slow and easy 
enough to please the most conservative. 


and yet result In a taxation of 10 per cent 
on the last hundred millions. How long 
would the United States Stee! Corpora- 
tion continue under that system of taxa- 
tion 

“2. We can compel them to render bet- 
ter and cheaper service. If the combina- 
tion of the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern railroads is a great enough 
public disaster to have warranted the at- 
tentien which it has attracted, it could 
have been prevented much easier than by 
a hundred Sherman anti-trust laws by a 
single United States statute that required 
any corporation engaged jn interstate 
commerce to reduce its rates 50 per cent 
to and from every point where competi- 
tion has been prevented by combination. 

‘3. If necessary, the state itself can 
enter the industrial field as a producer 
and restore the force of competition to it~ 
former supremacy by becoming itseif a 
competitor of the great trusts.’

Rome, August 27.—The king and queen 
today arrived at Udine, the chief town on 
the ‘eastern frontier, 60 miles northeast 
of Venice, for the army manettvers. They 
‘met with an enthusiastic reception, the 
significance of which was heightened by 
a demonstration by many inhabi:ants of 
the Itallan provinces s@JJ subject to Aus- 
tria. 

These, with flags, flowers and leafiets, 
demonstrated in favor of a union of the 
Trieste province with Italy. Cries were

Government reports, however, indicate 
that boll weevil] has not yet crossed the 
Mississippi river on its travels eastward, 
and it may be that Mr. Sharp is mis- 
taken in his identification of the pest.

Jt Is Said Captain of the French Ves- 
“gel Paid $36 to a ‘“‘Runner” for 
Services of the Lad—The 
French Vessel Being 
Detained.

New York, August 27.—The American 
boy who tried to escape from the French 
bark Marechal De Gonteut, who, it is 
alleged, had been shanghaied, was taken 
from the vessel early this morning by 
follector of Port Stranahan, who had 
gone out to sea on the revenue cutter 
Gresham to rescue the boy. The rescue 
Was made after an all-night search at 
Bea, about 4 miles east of the Sandy 
Hook light ship. The boy is named Hugh 
Thompson, is 16 years old and is the 
son of a sailor who ships on a coast- 
wise vessel which plies between Bangor, 
Me., and points south, 

After he had been taken in charge by 
the revenue officers, young Thompson 
said he had not been forcibly taken to 
the boat, but had gone with the consent 
of his father. He said, however, that 
he thought he was to ship on a coaster, 
and when he found that the Marechal De 
Gontaut was bound for Yokohama and 
that he would be absent for many 
months, he wanted to return to his 
home. 

The government officials de¢lare that 
Captain Denniere, the Frenchman, 
made a statement that he hei paid $36 
to a boarding house runner for the serv- 
ices of the boy. The ves! was detained 
and will not be allowed to sail until Col- 
lector Stranahan’s legal adviser shall de- 
cide whether or not Captain Denniere 
has violated the law sufficiently to war- 
rant his being placed under arrest. 

On his return to this city Collector 
Stranahan said the boy had voluntarily 
appeared before the French consul and 
declare@ himself ready to go to sea, but 
did not sign the ship's articles before he 
could be taken from the vessel. 

Several conferences between Collector 
Stranahan, Gaston Velten, the French 
vice consul and a representative of the 
charterers of Gontaut were held during 
the day. 

The collector sent all the details of the 
case to the authorities at Washington by 
telegraph, but later announced that he 
had no authority to hold the ship. 

A revenue cutter was therefore dis- 
patched to the ship to take off the 
revenue officer placed on board and in- 
structions were gZfven the commander 
of the cutter to allow the bark to pro- 
ceed on ber way. ia?

The Cangr&is signai- 
ed, but got no reply. A boat was lowered 
and the horrible plight of the Wick- 
strom’s crew was disclosed.

Kansas City, August 27.—Unprecedent- 
edly heavy rains east and west of Kansas 
City have caused the Kansas and Mis- 
souri rivers to rise suddenly to unusual 
heights and the results my prove grave. 
A bulletin issued today by the iocal 
weather bureau annOunced:that the Kan- 
sas or Kaw would rise from 6 to 7 feet 
at Kansas City in the next forty-eight 
hours and a rise of equal magnitude is 
coming down the Missouri.

This fact argues 
for the good business management 
which marks the city’; affairs. 

But to revert to the letting of that 
printing and lithographing contract. 
[It would have been little short of crim- 
inal had the contract been placed with 
any other than an Atlanta firm. Of 
course, the city authorities never con- 
templated anything of the sort, though 
it is to be presumed tuat strong out- 
side influences were brought upon 
them, as they have been brought, we 
regret to say successfully, upon many 
of our business concerns. 

The Constitution does no job print- 
ing and cannot, therefore, be accused 
of anything like selfishness when it 
urges banks and business houses to 
have their printing and lithographing 
done here at home. We have noticed 
that the checks of some of the banks 
and the stationery of some of the lead- 
ing business houses contain the stamp 
of printing and lithographing estab- 
lishments whose places of business 
are in other cities. There can be no 
good excuse for anything of this sort. 
Nothing is more certain than that this 
kind of work can be done in Atlanta 
as well as it can be done anywhere 
else in this country, and we are con- 
vinced it can be had just as cheaply 
here. The Atlanta spirit ought cer- 
tainly to influence the bankers and 
merchants and manufacturers of At- 
lanta to give their printing and their 
lithographing to home concerns, just 
as they themselves believe’ they 
should be given the patronage of At- 
lanta in their particular lines. They 
ought to see that every addition to 
the volume of Atlanta in any line 
helps every business man in Atlanta. 

It is somewhat humiliating to have 
to acknowledge that conditions pre- 
vail which call for this sort of admo- 


nition. The argument in favor of the 
patronage of home industry is. so 
overwhelming and must appeal so 


strongly to the interest of everybody, 
it would certainly seem there 
could be no occasion for having to 
but there is,

After the Egyptian cotton ig picked, 
irrigation is stopped and the intense 
heat of the sun dries up the plant, so 
that the field can be easily cleared for 
the next crop. In this respect the sun 
performs the same service that the 
frost does in the only other part-of 
the world where cottdn is raised with 
real success, the southern states of 
this country. 

In other tropical countries where 
the experiment has been tried, there 
is too much rain. The plant is néither 
dried up nor killed by frost, amd the 
problem of destroying tons of green 
trash so ag not to interfere with the 
cultivation of the soil for another crop 
is too great to admit of profitable cot- 
ton growing.

The Cost of Strikes. 

Of much significance are the fig: 
ures presented in Richmond  dis- 
patches yesterday which summarize 
the results of the strike of street 
railway employees which has just 
been called off in that city. 

This strike lasted’ sixty-nine days 
and the estimated cost of it is: To 
the company, $125,000; to the strik- 
ers in loss of wages, $50,000; to the 
state for troops to maintain order, 
$75,000; to the city for special police, 
upwards of $5,000. One man was 
shot and killed by soldiers, one mo- 
torman was fatally stabbed by an- 
other; scores of persons were more 
or less seriously injured during the 
progress of the disturbance. The 
loss to the general business interests 
of the city because of the demoraliza- 
tion due to the disturbance is not es- 
timated, but it must have been noth- 
ing small.

Our Cotton Still King. 
(From The New York World.) 

There must be an acute appreciation 
in Lancashire of the value of untaxed 
American cotton, or else Mr. Chamber- 
lain would not have felt obliged thrice 
to repeat that a tariff on our southern 

fiber was far from his thoughts. 


Not only English but French and Ger- 
man cotton manufacturers are alarmed 


at the prospect of a large increase in the 
cost of their raw material. Two facts 
justify their anxiety on this point: First, 
their dependence on this country for the 
bulk of their raw eotten: second. the 
annually increasing draft of Ameriean 
mills on the American crop. 

“Ever since the American civil war.” 
says The London Mail tn a recent leader, 
“men have preached that it is madness 
for us to remain solely dependent on 
America for our raw e¢otton supplies.” 
But the preaching has had no practical 


cleared for 


response, and today British and European 


mills are more than ever dependent on 
our southern cotton flelds. In those flelds 
74.6 per cent of the world’s total cotton 
production is grown, For six years past 
the world’s consumption of cotton has 
barely balanced its production, while 
American mills have been every year 
taking a larger share of the American 
crop. The southern states had less than 
3,500,000 spindles in 1897 and. 6,400,000° In 
1902, northern mills increasing their spin- 
dies by 1,260,000 in the same period. With- 
in the same five years British and Eu- 
ropean mills showed an increase of about 
8,000,000 spindles, but no new cotton coun- 
tries of importance have been discovered. 

Anticipating that in the near future 
the American surplu# for export will 
shrink to not more than one-half of the 
total Am@rican crop, M. Pierre Baudin, 
French ¢x-minister of public works, 
warns HWurope that it must find new cot- 
ton fields or close its mills. With this 
end in view the British government is 
planting cotton in Rhodesia, Germany in 
her west African colonies and France in 
the valley of the Niger. Their desire for 
an independent supply of this indispensable 
staple is greatly increased by the arti- 
ficlal rise in the price caused by our cot- 
ton exchange gamblers, But until these 
experiments succeed Ameriqan sereen wil) 
remain king, | : 7

Some American Fortunes. 
(From Harper's Weekly.) 

These are strange times in the accumu- 
lation of fortunes—stranger than fiction 
could ever have made them. Think of it 
for a moment! Andrew Carnegie, a canny 
little Scotch boy, came to this unknown 
land a few decades ago barefooted, and 
last year offered to settle the Venezue- 
lan embroglio between Germany, Eng- 
land, France and Italy and the South 
American republic by loaning Venezuela 
the entire sum of these international 
debts. And yet, a fortune so huge as to 
permit of such offers is as nothing to the 
power of another man. Mr. Rockgfeller, 
personally a quiet American citisen from 
Cleveland, a simple liver with few habits 
of luxury, could easily buy half a dozen 
of the independent kingdoms of Europe; 
could without feeling it to any great ex- 
tent in his pocketbook take up the debts 
of all the republics of Centra] and South 
America. 

Again, in 1844, Alexandre Dumas pub- 
lished a book called “The Count of Monte 
Cristo,’’ the basis of which is the fab- 
ulous wealth of an individual. The count 
finds a cave full of almost priceless 
jewels. He buys men’s lives; he spends 
money everywhere; he comes to Paris 
with notice from his Italian bankers 
giving him unlimited credit on a Paris 
bank. There ig no limit on what he can 
draw from M. Danglers. It is entirely 
unprecedented. Nothing like It was ever 
known before. He draws five millions 
of francs and ruins the banker. and stil!

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| WHAT RAILROADS PAY 
TO NORTH CAROLINA 
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Assessments Per Mile and Taxes Per Mile, State, 
County and Municipal, Higher Than Those 
of Georgia Under Right’s Assessment. 


From the office of Comptroller General 
W. A. Wright further figures were ob- 
tained yesterday by which more éxact 
comparisons may be made of the opera- 
tions of the franchise tax law in North 
Carolina @nd Georgia. 

These comparisons are best and most 
clearly made by taking the figures as they 
relate to the three large railway systems 
which operate extensively in both states. 
Both Comptroller General Wright and 
Governor Terrell have been paying con- 
siderable attention to the operations of 
the franchise tax in North Carolina, and 
the cOmptroller general has secured not 
a few ideas from the situation in that 
state. 

The Atlantic Coast Line is assessed in 
North Carolina at $25,800 per mine, of 
which $14,153 per mile is on physical prop- 
erty and $11,657 per mile is on franchise. 

The Atlantie Coast Line is assessed in 
Georgia at $19,371 per mile, of which $12,371 
per mile is on physical property and $7,400 
per mile on the franchise. These assess- 
ments are still in the hands of the board 
of arbitration, which will meet on Sep- 
tember 22. The figures show that the as- 
sessment which in North Carolina has 
been finally determined and will stand, is 
$6,429 larger than that made by Comp- 
troller General Wright. 

The Atlantic Coast Line pays in North 
Carolina $386 per mile, state, county and 
municipal taxes. If Comptroller General 
Wright's assessments are allowed to stand 
the Coast Line will pay in Georgia 2 
total of $2% per mifle, state, county and 
municipal] taxes, or $111 less per mile than 
the same system pays in the state of 
North Crolina.

Railroad Fireman’s Unique 
Scheme to Make 
a Steal. 


A fellow who has been trying to make 
a fortune by kicking bricks is the latest 
novelty in police circles. His was no gold 
brick scheme, but a plan of raking in 
the coin by dealing dishonestly with the 
every-day plain, clay brick. The unique 
part of the story Is that he was ‘*kick- 
ing’’ his way into fortune. 

John Rogers, a negro fireman for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, was ar- 
rested early yesterday morning and De- 
tectives Ozburn and S8teint, who bagged 
the fireman, told the remarkable story 
about how the prisoner had been kicking 
bricks in order to make a pile of money 
without working for it. 

For several months past the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company has been missing 
bricks and nearly every car load sent to 
the city counted up a few hundred short. 
Six weeks ago the matter was reported 
to the police and Detectives Ozburn and 
Steint have ever since been trying to as- 
certain if the missing bricks were stolen, 
and if so, to find the thief. 

Novel Brick Scheme. 


Yesterday morning the officers believed 
they had secured enough evidence to con- 
vict John Rogers of stealing the bricks. 
Rogers had been working a very novel 
and original scheme, the officers say. Be- 
ing a fireman on the railroad over which 
the bricks were hauled to the city, he 
had easy access to the trains, and some 
months ago began to make it a practice 
to board the Chattahoochee brick trains 
as they came into the city late at night. 
When he was unobserved he walked along 
on the open cars and kicked off several 
hundred bricks while the train was mov- 
ing. Then he got off the train in the city 
and walked back up the railroad track, 
where he piled up the bricks he had 
kicked off and hauled them away in a

“Yes, it is a fact,’’ began the popular 
fire chief, ‘‘that our players do not re- 
ceive just the treatment they deserve at 
the hands of ihe fans. The spectators 


secm to forget that the players while in 
a red-hot game are keyed up to the high- 
est point, and each {is far more eager than 
any spectator to win. 

“A player who is anxious to win, who 
is working like a fiend to win, for the 
home club, can no more help making a 
kick at the umpire’s decision when he 
feels that this decision has been against 
him and in favor of the other team than 
he can keep from being hungry after 
two hours of play in the afternoon. The 
fans should remember this, and should 
give the player their heartiest support 
just as long as he confines his objections 
to an honest, straightforward, legitimate 
kick without attempting a personal as- 
sault upon the umpire. 

“I, for one, am in favor of the team 
fighting, every man of them, strenuously 
and to the bitter end, for every point in 
the game, and I expect to support them 
to the last notch as long as their kicks 
are legitimate. 

‘Now, I was talking with Montgomery 
and Gfrorer, of the New Orleans team, 
yesterday, and according to these two 
visiting. players the Atlanta team does 
not get-the support from the public whic: 
it deserves. These players both agreed 
with Captain Stafford in the interview

published in The Constitution the other 
day when he stated that the team gets 
the worst of it from the umpire because 
the umpires know that the Atlanta pubifc 
will stand for an Atlanta player being 
put out of the game. 

“Another point these visiting players 
made which I had not thought of before 
is that Atlanta had better make the best 
of the present stay at home, for when 
they leave for the last trip they will be 
up against a propisition right in the form 
of umpires. You see, the umpires at the 
other towns will know that they are fin- 
ished with Atlanta for the seasgn, and will 
have only the home people to make 
friends with. They will remember that 
they are not due in Atlanta again, and so 
will feel free to favor the home team 
against the Crackers. 

“There are a g00d many people who 
knock at the park just because they hear 
other people near them knocking. They 
do not stop to think that tn all probabil- 
ity the other fellow who is doing the 
roasting has a few dollars bet on the 
Game against the home team, and is 
roasting, not because he thinks what he 
has to say will help the team, but because 
he wants to win his wager. 

“I know from general experience as a 
baseball manager in’ Atlanta that there 
are certain tin-horn gamblers who wiil 
turn every trick possible to cause the 
home team to lose, when they know they 
can scrape around and take odds from 
some fellow who has pinned his faith to 
the Atlanta players. They have gone so 
far as to pay the way of knockers into 
the grounds just to get them to roast the 
pitcher or thus cause Atlanta to drop 
the game. 

“Yes, I believe Atlanta wijl make a bet- 
te: showing if the fans will use judgment 
and support the team heartily as long as 
they do not indulge in dirty work. Let 
them kick and encourage them in it as 
long as their kicks are legitimate.”’

less than a third of a mile from the 
finish and Shamrock III hull down on 
the horizon, fully 2 miles astern of the 
defender, the fPurth race of the present 
series for the America’s cup was deciared 
off because of.the expiration of the time 
limit of five hours and thirty minutes, 
as happened on Thursday last. 
Although officially it was no race, the 
defeat administered to the challenger 
was so ignominous that whatever linger- 
ing hope remained in the breasts of the 
friends of Sir Thomas Lipton's boat van- 
ished into thin air. Reliance’s victory 
was in every way more decisive than 
that of last Saturday. Outsailed, out- 
pointed and outfooted, it was a proces- 
sion from start to finish with Shamrock 
III bringing up the rear. 

Reliance beat Shamrock III hopelessly 
in the 15 milles of windward work, round- 
ing the outer mark 12 minutes and 3 
seconds ahead of it, a gain in actual time 


the wind Reliance steadily increased the 
lead. The real race of the day was not 
in the run against Shamrock, but in the 
exciting struggle,of Reliance in the last 
half hour to reach the finish line before 
the regatta committee fired the gun 
which announced the expiration of the 
time limit. Had the wind freshened 
twenty minutes earlier than it did, the 
cup series would have ended today with 
three straight wins for the defender, and 
Fife’s light weather boat would have 
sailed back to Alblon’s shores one of the 
most disastrously worsted challengers in 
the history of the Amerira’s cup con- 
tests. 


Shamrock Atrociously Handled. 


Fully as discouraging as the sailing 
Qualities displaytd by the challenger was 
the atrocious manner in which Shamrock 
III was handled. | 

The yankee skipper not only out- 
maneuvered jis riva] in the spectacular 
battle for position at the start, as he 
has done every time they have met, but, 
worse still for the down-hearteg sup- 
porters of Shamrock, Captain Wringe 
repeated his blunder of Tuesday.

New York, August 27.—When the pre- 
paratory gun sounded at 10:45 o’clock the 
racers were sailing parallel to the start- 
ing line and to windward of it, with Re- 
liance to windward, where Barr wanted 
her. Atthe end of the line Shamrock 
III luffed and tried to force Barr about, 
but the yankee would not yield and 
Wringe had to give it up and fill away 
again. 

They crossed to the opposite end of the 
line outside of the line, Shamrock III 
dropping back and luffing to wintsard 
of Reliance on the way. That was the 
only.time Barr was caught to leeward. 
Luffing hard he sailed a circle around 
the challenger, blanketing her as the 
starting gun sounded, bore off around 
under the stern of the light ship and 
luffed across the line with a handicap 
of forty-one seconds. 

Shamrock III followed, handicapped by 
one minute and forty-two seconds, one 
minute amd one second of which was 
dead loss. 

The offiical starting time for both boats 
was 11:02, but their actual start, as timed 
by the regatta committee, was as fol-

Captain Wringe had lost the best part 
of his time allowance. The Reliance was 
leading by about three hundred yards. 
Twenty-five minutes after the _ start 
Shamrock had lost ground and as they 
hay about the same course was_a quarter 
of a mile astern of the American craft. 
At 1:02, when the turning mark was ris- 
ing above the horizon -five miles away, 
Reliance appeared to be a g00d mile 
ahead of Shamrock and gaining. As she 
went about the mark Shamrock was yet 
a mile distant and coming at a slow pace 
in a very soft wind.
